Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded 

On the 12th December 1958 Infoimatton was received at 
Police Station Moliarudi, Kherl District, that the notorious 
outlaw Sanwal Singh, who had been terrorizing the districts 
of Khert Sttapur, Shah |ah inpur, Hatdot and Pilibhit for 
Some time, was to visit his home in village Gulauli with 
some of his confederates that afternoon A Police party 
consisting of two Sub Inspectors and seven Constables from 
the Mohamdi Police Station and two P A C Platoons which 
happened to be there at the time, headed by Sub Inspector 
Narcndra Singh, Station Officer, P 9 Monamdi, reached 
Gulauli at about 4 50 pm and surrounded Sanwal Singh's 
House 

On the arrival of the Pojtce party, Sanwal Singh and his 
comrades tiled to escape from the village but after an 
exchange of fire with the Police were forced to retreat further 
into It The outlaws were chased from one house to another 
by the Polite who exchanged Intermittent fire with them fat 
into the night Head Constable Hasan Dad Khan was in the 
foiefiont all the time that the chase was on, and was wonded 
m the hand’ Despite this he continued to stick to his post 
until the state of his wound made It necessary for him to be 
taken to the hospital at Mohamdi for medical attention 
Immediately his wound was dressed he returned to the scene 
of the encounter and rejoined the attack on the outlaws 
When Stnwal Singh in a last bid to escape jumped from Lhe 
roof of a house Head Constable Hasan Dad Khan though in 
an exposed position gave covering fire to the Sub Inspector who 
followed the outlaw and shot him dead 

Throughout this long and dangerous encounter. Head 
Constable Hasan Dad Khan showed courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order

MINISTRY OF COMMERCE & INDUSTRY 
RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 1th November 1959 

No. 5(9)/58-E U.— In September, 1957 the Government of 
India had set up a Working Group on Industnal Co-opera, 
lives under the Chairmanship of Shn M R Bhide, ICS. The 
latter resigned because of other pre occupations Subsequently, 
the Ministry of Commerce and Industry appointed Shn J C 
Ryan .is the Chairman, with effect from 21st January, 1958 
The Working Group was asked to review the progress, exa- 
mine the difficulties— financial, organisational, marketing, etc — 
and recommend measures for ensuring accelerated develop- 
ment of Industrial Co-operatives with special reference to the 
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objectives and progi amines of the Second rive Year Plan. 
Thiee more members were appointed to the Working Group 
at a latei stage, It held 7 meetings, touted 8 SLates and In- 
spected 74 Industrial Co-opei atives. Evidence given by the 
individuals and associations having expert knowledge on the 
subject was also recoided. The Gioup has confined its In- 
quiries, study and recommendations by and laige, to the In- 
dustries toveicd by the six All India Boaids and Commission 
on Cottage and Small Industries '1 he Working Group sub- 
mitted its final Rcpoit in July, 1958. 

2. The Report contains 120 recommendations relating to:— 

(1) general principals foi the establishment of Industrial 
Co opciatlves; 

12) relaxation of orthodox co-operative principals in the 
transitional phase of development: 

(3) election and nomination of the Board of Directors: 

(4) criteria for tests for registration; 

(5) organisation of production in Industrial Cooperatives 
to meet requirement of State Undertakings; 

(6) state partnciship in Apex Societies and state aid to 
members of primary societies. 

(7) puuhasc and sale of raw material by Apex Societies; 

(8) establishment of Cooperative Spinning Mills at ira- 
poltant ccntiei of Hafldloom weavers; 

(9) leview of cunent allocations for tontiolled tommodi 
tics, with a view to incteasing the quota for village and 
small industries; 

GO) loans and subsidies to large sized Industrial Co-ope 
latives for construction of gorlowns; 

{11) giving of advances by the Reserve Bank of India to 
other financing institutions, spenfically for the bene- 
fit ot village and small in dust lies: 

(12) Institutionalisation of finance: 

(13) sharing by the Government of losses sustained by co- 
operative financing agencies; 

(14) mobilisation of financial resources from within the 
co-opeiative movement by promoting thrift and 
savings- 

(15) financial accommodation on a specially liheial scale 
for holding stocks of finished products- 

(16) assistant e to Industrial Co-operatives through Govern- 
ment puichascc; 

(17) liaison between large scale and small-scale units, in 
particular, Industrial Co-opetativcs, 

(18) expansion of foreign markets for the products of 
village and small industries; 

(19) progressive transfer of State-owned and State.aidcd 
marketing organisations to co operative Institutions; 

(20) training in cooperation for official and non-official 
staff connected with Industrial Co operatives; 

(21) recruitment and training of Extension workers, 

(22) administi alive contiol of co-operative societies ami 
Llieir financing agencies; 

(23) liaison between Industries, Co operation and other 
Departments; 

(24) special staff undei the Cential Government to look 
after development of Industrial Co operatives in the 
country; and 

(25) organisation of Industrial Coopeiatives for women. 

3 The Government of India have examined rife recommen- 
dations of the Working Group on Industrial Co operatives and 
have accepted fiftyninc recommendations without any modi- 
fications. The more important of the accepted recommenda- 
tions are the following:— 

(i) Conversion of proprietory concerns into Industrial Co- 
operatives and enrolment of 'associate' and ‘nominal’ 
members, (No, 4, 6 Sc 7). 

(ii) Provision of loans to artisans to enable them to take 
shares in Industrial Co-opcraticcs. (No. 8). 

(ill) Nomination by the Government to the Board of 
Directors of an Industrial Co-operative Society, depu- 
tation of Government Officers to work In societies etc. 
(No. 12, 13 Sc 14). 

(iv) Securing and distribution of large orders by Govern- 
ment to Industrial Co operatives. (No, 18). 

(v) Encouraging conversion of Industrial units, which at 
present function otherwise than on co-operative basis, 
into cooperative societies. (No. 22). 

(vi) Indited aids recommended for Co-opeiative Societies 
to be made available to Apex Societies also, (No, 35). 

(vii) Purchase of raw material by Apex Weavers’ societies 
for sale to primaries and the adoption of the prin- 
ciple of “sale at market price". (Nos. 88 Sc 39), 

(vlfl) Current allocation of Iron and steel and other com- 
modities under control to be reviewed and quota for 
small scale Industries Increased. (No, 42), 
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n.\) Government to piovidc loans and subsidies to help 
Industrial Co operatives to build godowns on the same 
lines as Maikcting Coopeiatives, (No 48). 

(x) Supply of equipment, imported machineiy and tools 
on a preferential basis to Industrial Co operatives and 
advance ol loans to covci such puichases. (No. 49). 

(xi) Approval to be sought for financing of more selected 
village and small industries under subsection 17(2) 
(bb) of the Reserve Bank of India Act. (No. 50), 

txii) Adoption ot certain transitional measures to inspire 
confidence among institutional financing agencies to 
improve Lheir readiness to finance industrial Co ope- 
ratives. (No. 51 8c 52). 

(xni) Financing of Industrial Co-operatives by State Fin- 
ancial Corporations and steps Lo reorientate their 
polities. (No. 64). 

(xtv) Discontituancc of the existing piactire (by Apex Co- 
operative Societies, District Industrial Associations 
etc. of combining trading with banking activities. 
(No 56). 

(xv) Government loans for working capital to be made 
lcpayablc 111 a peuod of 10 to 1 j yrais, the hrst ins- 
talment being clue at the end of 3id or 4th year. 
Where tilth payments aie likely to result in the 
shrinkage ot its business, the society to be advanced 
fnrtbei loans. (No. 57). 

(xvi) Pattern of Central assistance for Industrial Co-ope- 
ratives not to be made less liberal and a review to be 
undeitaken at the end ot the Second Plan for further 
liberalisation wherever necessary. (No, 58). 

(xvii) Iinancing agencies to be leimbpiscd foi losses 
against guai antees without delay (No 06). 

(xvni) General considerations governing the policy In res- 
pect of security loi loans to small-scale and couage 
fndusUies and precautions to be taken in financing 
industrial societies. (Nos 67 8c 68). 

(xix) Promotion of thrift and collection of savings from 
members of Industrial Cooperatives. (No. 71). 

(xx) Enforcement ot standardization of at least the major 
products of village and small industries. (No 72). 

(xxi) Administrative set up for liaison beLween ]a:gc-scale 
industrial units and Industrial Co operatives and 
assistance to them by National Small Industries Cor- 
poration and Small Industries Setvice Institutes, (No.

(xxv) Official and non official staff connected with Indust- 
rial Co-opci atives and key officers of Industrial Apex 
Marketing Societies 10 be tiained under the auspices 
of the Central Committee for Cooperative Tiaining 
and the Senior Officers Training School at Poona.

(xxvi) Co-opciative education to members and office (rear- 
ers of Industrial Cooperatives by the paid supervisory 
staff and Block Level Extension Officers. (No. 86). 

(xxvii) Adoption of basic principles in rcgaid to the rcc- 
luitraent and training of extension workers, methods 
of extension etc., outlined in the pamphlet on "Exten- 
sion work in the Co-operative Movement" by Prof. A, 
F, Laidlaw. (No. 87) . 

(xxviii) Elementary instruction in co operation in High 
Schools, advanced courses in Colleges and reiyarch 
facilities in Universities. (No. 90). 

(xxix) State Governments to review their arrangements 
for technical training from time to time and use In- 
dustrial Co operatives for promoting technical efficiency 
of Cottage and Small Industries. (Nos. 91, 92 8c 93) 

(xxx) Training of selected artisans of Industrial Co-opera- 
tives in large industrial concerns in the country and 
abroad and provision of remuneration 1 by the Gov- 
ernment tor this purpose to such societies. (No. 94). 

(xxxi) Supervisory staff exclusively for Industrial Co-ope- 
latives and adequate staff for audit, (Nos 109, 110 80 
111 ). 

(xxxii) Appointment of a Senior Officer, with necessary 
staff, in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry to 
give exclusive attention for the development of Indus- 
trial Co-operatives and to implement the recommen- 
dations of the Working Group (No. 115). 

(xxxiii) Appointment of trained women organisers to 
encouiage setting up of Industrial Cooperatives for 
women. (No. 117). 
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4. The following are some of the important recommenda- 
tions which have been accepted with certain modificatidns:— 

(i) Recommendations No. 1 and 2 —stipulate that mem- 
bers of an Industrial Co operative Society should be 
enrolled with reference to their skill, community of 
interest etc and should be drawn from a compact 
area. In order to facilitate Lhc enrolment of different 
types of useful elements in the formation of indus- 
trial co operatives, the Government consider that the 
word "skill” may be substituted by "active participa- 
tion”. 

(n) Recommendation No. 8.— suggests that, under suitable 
circumstances, it would be desirable to admit into the 
society a limited number of non-workeis as members. 
Government actept this tecommendation subject to 
lcview of its working after a period of about three 
years. 

(in) Recommendation No 5.— suggests that there should 
be no objection to the registration of an industiial 
co opeiativc service society of small entrepreneurs pro 
vided certain conditions aie fulfilled Government 
consider that industrial co-operatives should include 
formation of all suitable categories or societies such as 
societies foi (i) Production, (ii) Processing, (iii) As- 
sembling, (iv) Common facilities, (v) Societies for 
establishment of industrial estates, industrial develop 
ment areas etc. Also societies should be registered 
irrespective of the numbers as long as the minimum 
requirements under the co-operative law cuncnt In 
the State are fulfilled. 

(lv) Recommendations No. 9 and 10— suggest that State 
Governments may contribute to the reserve fund of 
co operative societies whenever hecessary. so as to 
augmet then owned funds The scheme cuncnt 
under the All India Handloom Board, foi providing 
State Governments with loans for contributing to the 
share capital of apex weavcis’ societies should be ex- 
tended to other village and small indust) its. While 
Government accept these recommendations in principle, 
they aie oi the view that the contribution should be 
in form of ‘foundation money' and not to the Reserve 
Fund Hue to the heavy financial burden involved, 
the availability of resouices will determine the ex- 
tent of such contributions Besides contributing funds 
for (he foundation money, State contribution in share 
capital of societies should also be considered where 
ever necessary. 

(v) Recommendation No 11 —slates that separate repie- 
sentattem may lie given on the Board of Dnectors to 
'sympathisers' to Lhe extent of not more than about 
25 per cent, of the total number of Directors Gov- 
ernment accept the lccoiumendatlon in principle, but 
lonsldci thaL the number of Ditectors from among 
the sympathiser should not exceed two to thiee In 
any case. 

(vi) Recommendation No. 15— states tliaL “the Manager 
and every member of (he administrative staff of an 
imlusLual co opeiativc society should be eligible for 
its mcinbeiship”. Government accept the lecom- 
daticm subject to the modification that tlic word 
should' be substituted by ‘may’ Th e iccommendj 
lion as amended will read as follows. “The Manager 
and membeis of the administrative staff of an indus- 
tiial co operative society may be eligible for Its mcm- 
beiship" 

( v j l) UirommeniXalwus No 16 anil 17 —lay down ccilain 
ailciia for ensuiing the economic viability of societies 
tiehne Lhcy aie registered Government accept these 
criteria However, Lhc enforcement of these criteria 
should be only gradual, and sympathetic anil also 
should take into consideration long term social and 
economic potentialities of such societies. 

(viii) Recommendation No. 20 —is to the effect that a 
ielaxation of the maximum borrowing limit fixed at 
eight times the paid-up share capital and reserve 
fund is not advisable. Government consider that 
there need not be any rigid stipulation In the matter 
ciE Lhc maximum borrowing limit of an industrial co- 
operative societv and that this should best be left 
to be derided by competent aulhoiiLies from time to 
time lo suit local requiiemcnts. 

(ix) Rt i ommendations No. 23 to 34 —relate to the estab- 
lishment of Co operative Apex Maiketing Societies for 
Industiial goods in cvnv State their functions, struc 
tine, finance etc Ilic Government accept the priori- 
pics underlying these lecomrocndations. Govern- 
ment also consider that maiketing being a very Lm- 
poitaiu pioblcm of industrial co opeiatives, adequate 
encouragement should be given to marketing societies 
and sale and puichase unions at all levels. Govern- 
ment would, howevei , like to point out that the 
establishment of such Apex Marketing Societies in 
cvciy State need not be mandatory. On the other 


hand, if there are different existing co operative insti- 
tutions to discharge these functions, overlapping and/ 
oi duplication should be avoided Similarly Govern- 
ment consider that a ceiling guaiantee by State Gov- 
ernments to Apex Marketing Societies within which 
amount such societies can stand guarantee, In turn, 
to primary societies should be sufficient and guarantee 
fund with Government contribution need not be pro- 
vided 

(x) Recommendations No. 36 and 37— state that Hand- 
loom and Corr should have separate Apex Societies 
and that wheievcr there arc separate federations of 
co-operative -ucictics in individual industries they may 
he letaincd Government consider that in cases where 
combination of economic and other factors necessitate- 
funtticiinng c if mine than one apex body, they should 
he allowed to operaLe. Government, however, con- 
sulei it necessary that periodical reviews should be 
made to determine feasibility of integrating existing 
apex bodies and district or regional organisations for 
avoiding duplication of staff and for conserving re- 
sources. 

(x l) Hi commendation No, 11 —is to the effect that the 
Central Government should actively assist State Gov- 
ernments with loans and grants, import licences etc, 
for establishing to operative spinning mills at all 
impouant Handloom weaving centres Government 
consiclei that in view of the large surplus of yam 
from the existing texLile mills, this recommendation 
may be implemented gradually, lcvicwing the over- 
all position and local conditions ftom lime to time 

fxii) Recommendation No. 43 —suggests that the impent 
of raw silk may be liberalised Government accept 
this mommendation but would like to point out 
that as a icsult of successful implementation of 
schemes lelaling to sericulture, the indigenous pro- 
duction of raw silk has been registering a steady In- 
crease and anv liberalisation of import of raw silk 
would have to depend on the country’s foreign ex- 
change position and the extent of indigenous pio- 
duction of raw silk. 

(xiil) Recommendation No. 44.— envisages issue of special 
licences to Industrial co-operatives for the import of 
iaw matei i,i Is on a picfcrcntul basis Government 
accept this leiommendation but this c.an only be done 
whcie Lbev arc s> shed that the needs cannot ade- 
quately be met fiom indigenous sources or through 
the normal channels under the licencing policy. 

(xiv) Recommendations No 45, 16 and 47 —suggest certain 
measures Including (i) prefeiential quotas for Indus- 
trial Coopeialivcs foi contiolled commodities, (ii) 
prefeiential price cliffeicuce lot co-opcraiivc societies 
wherever Government has control over the release 
and distribution of raw maLeilal loi public use, and 
fill) loans on liberal basis for Lhe seasonal purchase 
of raw material and their stocking for distribution 
dunng off season. Government consider that such 
facilities should be provided in the initial and fur- 
ther stages of development of Industiial Co operatives 
but should be gradually noimaliscd and should not 
become a permanent feature. 

(xv) Rt commendation No. 51 —suggests that wherever co- 
opeiatlve banks aie not in a position to finance Indus 
tual Co operatives they may be financed by the State 
Bank of India and the cither scheduled banks and for 
which ceitaln facilities may he afforded. Government 
consider that Lhe normal practice should be to draw on 
lhe ffesouues of the SLale Bank and the other Schedul- 
ed banks, only where the ncarcsL co operative financ- 
ing agency is unable to meet the legitimate lcquirc- 
menu of industiial co-opciativcs The State Bank and 
all the other Scheduled Banks should also finance In- 
chislual co-operatives nuclei theii scheme of financing 
small industries 

(xvi) lit commendation No 55 —suggests that esl aliltshing 
of Industrial Co operative Banks should be preceded 
bv a raleful examination of economic and other fac- 
tors and recommends extension to these banks all Lhe 
help, facilities and concessions suggested for other 
co opeiativc and financing agencies. Government ac- 
cept ibis recommendation Government also accept 
the punclple of State partnership in Industrial Co- 
operative Banks The principle *Bf State guarantee to 
financial agencies also can be adpoted wherever found 
advisable and adequate. 

(xvii) Recommendation No. 59— suggests that sepaiate 

lules may he made in lhc States for advancing loans 
to industrial co operatives under State Aid to In. 
dusriles Act. Government consider that it would in- 
volve delay to have separate sets of lulcs promulgat- 
ed thiough State Legislatures and, therefore, it would 
be sufficient if executive orders are issued specifying 
that in respect of Industiial Cooperatives, the genetal 
lulcs would he subject to any special treatment in 
the matter of interest Tate, period of repayment etc. 
that may be notified by the Slate Government fiom 
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time to time. Government are of the view that 
special liberalisation in rules, procedure, quantum and 
nature of assistance should be made by State Gov- 
ernments for industrial co operative* under their 
State Aid to Industries Act. 

(xvili) Recommendation No. -suggests that terms and 
conditions relating to the provision of Government 
loans to Industrial Co-operatives for Scheduled Castes, 
tribes etc. may be specially liberalised. Government 
consider that since better terras have already been 
recommended for Industrial Co-operatives, any special 
treatment which should be given to such co-opera- 
tives could be provided under the different scheme* 
of assistance for the welfare of scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes. 

(xix) Recommendations No. 61, 62 and 63.— stipulate that 
loans should be advanced at concessional rate of 
interest. Government accept this recommendation 
about the need to give loans to industrial co-opera- 
tives at concessional rates, but it would facilitate the 
working, if such loans are charged at full rates cover- 
ing the difference by suitable subsidy. 

(xx) Recommendation No. 64.— provides for specific mar- 
gins and charges for State Co-operative Banks and 
Central Co-operative Banks to enable them to em- 
ploy extra administrative and supervisory staff. Gov- 
ernment accept the recommendation in principle, but 
the actual margin or charges will have to be deter- 
mined periodically. 

(xxi) Recommendation No. 65.— Drovides for extension, to 
other industrial co-operatives, of existing arrangement* 
for the sharing of lones sustained by co-operative 
financing agencies in respect of their loans to co- 
operative societies for handloom weaving and small- 
scale industries. Government consider that the pattern 
In regard to weavers’ societies viz. sharing of losses by 
the Central Government, the State Government and 
the financing institution in the ratio of 50 per cent, 
(upto a maximum of 5 per cent, of the total loan* 
advanced). 40 per cent, and 10 per cent, respectively, 
should be adopted. This arrangement would provide 
some residual liability for the financing institution 
with a view to making it act with a sufficient sense of 
responsibility in its lending operations. Government 
also appreciate that this limit of sharing of losses 
as above mav have to be raised in special cases de- 
pending on merits, 

(xxii) Recommendation No. 73.— provides for financial ac- 
commodation on a liberal scale to industrial co- 
operatives to enable them to hold stocks of finished 
products. Government accept the recommendation in 
principle. The extent to which the same will be 
implemented would depend uDon the financial re- 
sources available from time to time. 

(xxlii) Recommendation No. 74,— suggests that apart from 
the general preference provided for products of cot- 
tage ari<jl small-scale industries, a further marginal 
preference may be shown to the products of indus- 
trial co-operatives. Government consider that to work 
out such an additional preference would involve fur- 
ther administrative difficulties. Other riling being 
equal, preference should, however, be shown to an 
industrial co-operative society in placing orders. Gov- 
ernment accept portions (b) to (g) of thl* recom- 
mendation. 

(xxlv) Recommendation No. 78.— favour* liberal annual 
contributions by Government to appex marketing 
organisations for meeting expenses on advertisement, 
publicity, exhibitions etc. Government accept this 
recommendation but this may be done keeping in 
view the general publicity for products of small In- 
dustries which is being undertaken bv flic All India 
Boards/Commission. 


development of industries and co-operatives. Govern- 
ment of India are in full agreement with this princi- 
ple. However, the pattern of administrative set up 
has to be decided by each State Government accord- 
ing to the conditions and requirements of each State 
and these recommendations are, therefore, being refer- 
red to the State Governments for their consideration. 

i'xxvh) Recommendation No. 120.— suggests that such aids 
and facilities as are now available for providing 
houses and common facilities for weaver* on a co- 
operative basis be extended to other Industrial co- 
operatives. This recommendation has been referred 
to the Sub-Committee for rationalising the patterns 
of assistance to different categories of village and 
small industries, appointed by the "Co-ordination 
Committee for Small Industries". 

5. Government desire to record that the extent of imple- 
mentation of the above recommendations will depend upon 
the availability of financial resources. Wherever grants or 
subsidies stc involved, Government would like to emphasise 
that all such grants and subsidies should be on a tapering 
basis in ordci to make the .Industrial Co-operative Societies 
self supporting in course of time.
